a. The about 6,600 x 10,000-foot airfield south of OiaLA 
has been kno’"n since tbs German occupation in World War II, 
vhen it v?as occupied by several bomber units. There ’"ere 
t’-’o runways, six solid hangars, and a repair hangar. The 
field ’"as heavily damaged by the ’"ithdrawing German troops. 
The information on tie reconstruction of the field is con- 
sidered credible. 

b. The statements on little flying in the beginning and an 
increased flying activity ’"ith the progressive reconstruction 
of the field are understandable. 


c. The definite occupation of the field cannot be determined 
from this report. Besides a t-’in- engine bomber unit, a fighter 
unit was apparently also stationed there.
